11. ^ The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

On page 10 of the remarks, Applicant argues, "neither Kashiwaqi nor Yamauchi provides any teaching or suggestion of including 
a plurality of video and audio data within a VOBU, wherein the video data is associated with alternative views and the audio data 
is common to the alternative views, as is recited in the claims." The examiner disagrees, and notes that what Applicant states is 
recited in the claims is not exactly what is written; therefore Applicant's argument is moot. Further, Applicant argues on page 1 1 
that the combination fails to disclose "each interleaved unit comprising one corresponding block of each of the common 
information stream parts and one corresponding block of each of the alternative information streams." The examiner maintains 
that the explanation given in the final rejection dated 1-12-10 (see, e.g., "Response to Arguments" section as well as the 103 
rejection) adequately refutes Applicant's current arguments, and therefore the examiner maintains the original rejection to the 
claims..
